“OLD VIRGINNY.” 


—a 
Commercial Men in 
London, 


Members of V Virginian "State 
Chamber - of Commereo _Tocently 
visited London. 

Tho visit waa partly poctal, but 
mainly with an oye to business, the 
Virginians being desircds of ad- 


vocating, among other things, the 


advantages of direct, ahipping to 
the first of the Amorican common- 
wealths, . 

Virginia's bustneaa link 
London dates from 1606, whon 
the Virginia Company ‘of London 
was formed to foster trade with 
the State which had been founded 
sixtoon years proviously, but which 
was by no means firmly on {ts feet. 

But for the company, Indeed, 
Virginian would probably not have 
survived. The settlers who went 
in 1686 had been Jost sight of al- 
together, nor were they ever 
traced; and many of those who had 
gone out subsequently had return- 


ed, 
Wives As Well. 


To ensure that the calony would 
be permanent the company, with the 
help of the Lord Mayor of London, 


fitted out pnrties of twelve-years- 


old apprentices and sent them out 
to Virginia at a cost of £5 each, 
following this up by sending “100 
young maids to become wives that 
the men may be less movable" (as 
Sir Edwin Sandys, the treasurer, 
put it). 

Tt was the Virgininn Company of 
London, also, which in 1612 im- 
ported the first consignment of o 
very well-known product of Vir- 
ginin tobacco. It was sent over by 
John Rolfe, who married the In- 
dian princess Pocahontas. 

Pocahontas came to London in 


1616, wna received by Queen Eliza-f 


beth, and ‘was Ilonised by society. 
She died ag she was about to return 
to her native country, and was 
buried at Gravesend, where some 
years ago Virginian women erected 
fi memortal to her. ~ 


Dissolved by King. 


The Virginian Company was 
dissolved by King James in 1623 
because he regarded its meetings 
in Philpot Lano ns‘ hotbods of 
sedition, and indeed it was truc 
that the company, which Included 
thirty members of the Houso. of 
Lords and fifty members of the 
Commons, had given the colony a 
liberal form of government which 
the King much distrusted, 

That free government remained 
as a legacy of the company to the 
colony, as did a college—the first 
college established in Amertca— 
built at Henrico out of money 
raised by the Bishop of London, 
and a church of which the Com- 
munion plate and other equipment 
were given by citizens of London,

$477,659.97, The net profit for the 
year exceeds that for the provious 
year by $1,081.76, 

Better Dividend. 

Your’ Directors propose ,to pay 
a dividend. of $5 per: share, 
amounting to $82,600.. After pay- 
tng this dividend there is left a 
sum of $395,059.97 which it fs 
proposed to carry forward to next 
ycar's account, In the opinion of 
the Directors the financial posi- 
tion of the Company justifies the

On April 30, 1930, we arranged 
with the Bank of East Asia for an 
overdraft for $186,000 with which, 
together with $15,000 we had In 
the Bank, we paid off the mortgage 
with Mecasra, Deacons.

The Close Season Rule. 

A proposal to extend the close 
seagon will be made at the annual 
general meeting of the Rugby Foot- 
ball Union. It ls suggested by the 
committee to alter by-law seventeen 
and make it read: “That, commenc- 
Ing season 1932-33, the close 
season shall begin on April 21 and 
end on September 15, both dates 
to be inclusive.” 

Gloucester Ht.F.C. will put for- 
ward an amendment; “That the 
present by-law stands except that 
September 7 be substituted for Sep- 
tember 1.” 

In connection with the Jaws of 
the game, the committee will pro- 
pose, in No. 19, which deals with 
the penalty for, charging and ob- 
struction: "In the event of the 
ball alighting in in-goal the mark 
shal} be at o spot ton yards from 
the gonl, etc.” instead of “at a 
spot not lesa than ten yards, etc.”

QUESTION OF TEMPERAMENT. 


[By “Short Hend 


In view of the Open Singles ‘Championship and the various Club

Second—Mnko use of your op- 
ponent, « If you win the togas cover 
your desire to estimate the paca 
and draw of the green from his first 
dlclivery, by offering him the cour- 
tesy of laying the mats, unless you 
wish to set the length. Watch his 
evory bowl If his draw is the 
same as yours follow his good. 
shots, and correct from his loose 
ones, 

Getting Your Length. 

Three. — Length depends ‘on 
gympathetic touch which must be 
nequired ay the first essential of 
success, ‘but width is capable of 
external aida. Pick a spot on each 
hand over which a good bowl hns 
travelled—the nearer to the mat 
the more conducive to accuracy—- 
twenty feet uway is sufficient, and

Four.—-When the pace ‘differs on 
the two sides of a rink, work up

Five.—A backhand shot requires 
more push than a foreland one.

? London, Juno 2. 

Robert Tyre Jones, tho famous 
American amatour, {Is tho British 
Open champion for the third time 
In fivo years. His victory at Hoy- 
lake on Friday gave him the snatis- 
{nection of oqualling John Ball’s 
performanco in 1890 of whining 
both our titles in ong yenr,’ 
and as ho , Is .also the 
holder of the Amerléan Open 
Championship. he is In a .posi- 
tlon which no other man fa likely 
to attain, Jones's peoro of 291, 
mado up of 70, 72, 74, and 76, beat 
Hagen’a total at Hoylake by ten 
strokes, .and it is notoworthy that 
although 801 had never beon beaten 
there in n championship cight men 
bent 300 Inst week. , 

On Friday, When the third and 
fourth rounds had to be played, 
Jones was leating the field, one 
stroke ahead of Robson and - three 
ahead of Horton Smith, who im- 
mediately handieapped himaclf by 
taking three strokes more than the 
par score for the firat two holes. 
Jones played the first hole {In four 
rathér luckily—hls drive hit a 
bunker but came back on tho falr- 
way—and at the second ho bunker- 
ed hia nlblick shot and lost a stroke, 
whilst at the third he hooked his 
drive out of beunds, found tho 
rough on the other side of the 
course with his spoon, and chipped 
short, so that for the second time 
In auccession he . registered six 
there. , _ 
A Temporary Relapse. 

As usual, he then fell into 
monotonous regularity, nine holes 
being played in the exact figures 
without the slightest promise of 
failure.’ He was two under fours 
with five tod play, but then—an 
astonishing thing this with Jones— 
four fives came in succession. At 
the fourteenth he was in the rushes 
to the right with. his second; at 
the fifteenth he was -bunkered In 
front of the greon; at the next ho 


took three from just off the edge], 


of the green; and at the seventcenth 
ho spared his second and required 
three to get down from twenty 
yards, , 

Compston, who went off thirty- 
six minutes later than Jones, said 
before he began that he felt won- 
derfully fit, and was going to do 
either 69 or 79. He soon shower 
that the lower figure was likely, as 
one putt of seven fect sufficed on the 
second green, and at tho fourth a 
putt of eight yards made his total 
for the forty holea the ‘same as 
Jones's. ; 

Compston on the Job. 

At the tenth and twelfth’ his 
iron shots finished five fect behind 
the flags and he holed the putts for 
threes. At the thirteenth he be- 
came seven under an average of 
fours by holding a: six-yard putt, 
and the cheer which greeted the 
feat was even louder than earlier 
ones that had warned Jones that his 
rival was doing great dceds, His 
attitude as soon as he had hit his 
second at the fourtcenth showed 
to those who could not sce the ball 
that it had gone awry. — It finished 
in the rushes, as Jones's had done, 
and hia pitch out narrowly missed 
a bunker. He hit tho hole from 
the edge of the green, but had to 
be content with five.

CRICKET, 


When It Was a Crime in 
England. 


‘IN THE MIDDLE 

The man who cnn be 
ujion to go in and scoro double 
Aguroa, whethor the wicket be 
dry, wot, or greasy, wna not al- 
ways in object of hero worship, 
Ju the Middle Ages ho would hinvo 
‘beon ‘more likely to fall undor 
the ban’ of tho Inw, na such skill 
Iu any gamoXpould imply atudted 
noxlect of archory practico, which 
it} those daya was compulsory, 
Tho Englishman, before tha 
Norman Conquest, was not. sktli- 
ed) in archery. His traditional 
Weapons ware apeats for throwing 
and the sword or battle’ axo for 
close combat; and In thoir use ho 
had no suporior.. But it was tho 
arrow of the Notman bowman, 
rather than the lance of the Nor- 
nan knight, that beat down’ the 
English shiold wall nt Hastings; 
and from Hastings until the in- 
troduction of firearms rendered it 
obsolete, the long bow was the 
arm of tho English foot soldier, 
The crossbow, ‘though introduced 
into the country by Norman and . 
Angovin: mercenaries, never be- 
came acclimatised in England. 1 
wasethe long bow, with ita six 
foct of yow and its clothyard 
shaft, that the English ycoman 
adopted na his very own. ‘At 
Cressy he demonstrated ita tac- 
tical superiority, aot only to the 
lance of tho mounted, man, but 
also to the crossbow of his dig- 
mounted opponents. Consequent- 
jy, while most sports and athletic 
exercisea were matters of private 
interests, the practice of archory 
was given apecial official oncour- 
agement. Every able-bodied man 
below tho rank of knight was ex- 
pected to make himself proficient 
tn the use of the bow. One of 
the duties of Magistrates was to 
superintend the practices on the 
village greon, or at the town 
butts, on Sunday or holy days. 

Played With a Club, 

Most of our present-day athlete 
sports were practised, In one form 
or angther, in the Middle Ages. 
Football, hockey, tennis (th. 
xame now called “royal tennis’: 
lawn tennis is-quite 1 modern de- 
velopment), and club. ball are fro. 
quently mentioned. In statutes 
rnd .royal proclamations. Club 
ball was the ancestor of both 
erlcket and baseball, It {3 curi- 
éus to note how distance and en- 
vironment have caused '. tha two- 
games to differentiate on: either 
pide of the Atlantic. Even in 
England cricket was played with © 
a club right down to the nine. 
teenth century. 

It was only natural that such 
pastimes would have a wider ap. ° 
pea! than the compulsory. practice 
of archery, a matter which caus. 
ed the authorities ‘no amall 
amount of perturbation. In 1363, 
lesa than twenty years aftor 
Cresay, Edward IL, found it 
necessary to write to the Lord‘ 
Licutenant of Kent drawing atton- 
tion to this and polnting out tha 
disadvantages, from a purely mill- 
tary point of view, of this ten- 
Gency, "Skill in archery having 
tallen almost wholly fnto din- 
repute, our peopla give themaclves 
up ‘to the throwing: of: stones and 
of wood and iron; and some to 
handball and football and hockey; 
and to coursing and cockfighting; 
and some even, to othdr unscomly 
sports that be less useful and 
manly; whereby our realm 
which God forbid—wlll soon, as 
!t appeareth, be stripped of arch- 
ers.” Having stated the case in 
this preamblo the King goes on ' 
to order his deputy to “have pro« 
clnmation made to this effect; 
that cvery man in the county, 
sobelt he be able .bodled, , shall, 
upon holy days mako.use in his 
games of bows nnd‘ arrows, and 
Jearn and practise archery.” 

Football Banned, 

Football, hockey, club ball, and 
“other Idle games,” were to bo 
prohibited “under the penalty of 
Imprisonmont.” Tho lotter. which 
{a still extent, fa doubly interest- 
ing. It illuatrates the officlal at- 
titude townrds sport in general; 
ond jt fs ovidence of the antiquity 
of our chfof sports. In the fr 
lowing relyn (1988) ft waa enact- 
ed that “Servants and labourers 
thall have bows and arrows, and 
uno the same on Sundays and 
holy days, and loavo tho. playing 
at tennis, football, club ball... 
end other atch Importune gamon.”” 

Edward IV., Henry VIL, and tho 
various Scottish kings ofl promul- 
gated statutes forbidding club 
ball, football and athor sports c= 
necount of thelr interference wi!"

Pasty. , 

So yesterday morning they de- 
clded it was time to redame thelr 
journey. With Tapsi, balloon- 
trousered and ‘bronzed, command: 
ing the vinta flagship, the fleet 
set sail with visions of submarine 
combata with the ginnt sca-turtle. 
. The visit of this sdventurous 
band to Manila is one of: the 
modern day epics of the sen. Lured 
by tales of the great city that lay 
to the north, they built coverings 
of bamboo over their ftagile-look- 
ing beats, provisioned them with 
rice’ and dried fish, hoisted their 
suils und set out from their homes 
in South Ubfan Island in the pro- 
vince of Sulu. 

For twenty-five days they sailed, 
in fair and rough weather all alike 
to these sons of the sea. Theirs {s 
one of the smail Islands of the 
Tawitawi group far to the south of 
Jolo, where Sultan Hamalul Kiram 
livea with his sultahas and almost 
due -south from Manila in an air: 
line: Sweeping through the scores 
of small islands that lie in thia 
group,’ they took to the open sea 
of Sulu past the Cagayan Islands, 
threading the Cuyo West Pass, 
then skirted the shores of Mindoro 
as they entered the Apo East Pasa, 
made the long tack to the west of 
Lubang, rounded Cape Calavite in- 
to the Vorde Island Passage and 
sipped unannounced into the 
Pasig River, coming to rest just 
below the Jones Bridge. 

Twenty-five days they had aniled 
through uncharted waters, yet they 
came laughing and happy as 
children at a pienic, just as if what 
they had-done was nothing. Ask- 
ed why they had come they answer- 
od: “We have heard of, Manila. 
We wanted to sce it-and to learii| 
for ourselves if what we hava 
heard in true. The Headman 
of Manila (Governor General 
Davis) came to the south in his 
white ship (the yacht Apo) and 
told our people that we should seo 
other plaees, We wanted to see, 
and 50 we came.” 

Through the courtesy of tha 
director of nan-Christian tribes, 
Ludovico Hidrosollo, the Philip- 
pine Tourist Association arranged 
to show thom the sights of tho city 
and have their pictures taken. 
James. King . Steele, executive 
secretary of the tourist associatiqn, 
remarked: u

group to respond to Governor 
General Davis’ appeal to all Philp. 
pine resident: to “see the Philip- 
pine first’."—Manila Bulletin.

The abbot found him dying of cold 
on the Monastery doorstag., took 
him in, and the boy stayed on.” 

A Story Suggests Itself, 

1 was told that thy boy would 
become a monk when old enough, 
and a story at once. suggested it- 
self tome, At the age of nineteen 
or twenty he was. to be given the 
opportunity of going “Into thi 
world, meeting with people, an 
tuking his choice of staying there 
or returning to the Monnstery, It 
took me six weeks to. write: the 
story, for 1 seemed to be the me- 
chanical transmitter of It; it wrote 
ilaelf, That story which was writ- 
ten without conscloua effort has 
yone into forty editions.

Is the Empire Too Big For Us 2. 


FVNACTLY cighty-cight years ago, on July 20, 1842, the British 
E fleet advanced on Nanking and, with the capture of Chinkiang, 
the key to the Grand Canal, the principal channel of the food supply 
of North Chinn fell into our hands. This occurred during an eclipse 
of the sun, the usual presage, according to Chinese superstition, of 
national disaster. Since that significant event, following closely upon 
the voluntary offer of the Island of Hong Kong 23 a gift for ever, 
how many changes have come to pass in the lives of both Empires! 
The Celestial Empire was doomed to crumble in the wake of revolu- 
tion and by a painful, gradual metamorphosis, to east off the stupor 
of centuries and take her place as a commercial competitor in the 
international economic race. The British Empire; on the other 
hand, had a future as glorious as that of Rome's. She was to wax in 
strength and stature, until, 2 commonwealth of nations, she should 
pass through times of trial and tribulation which were to test the 
stuff of her courage. The Great War found her ready, though 
not prepared, and left her shaken and poor, yet ever-confident of the 
loyalty which is her strength. Yet to-day she is a sick Empire, 
with a million and a quarter of unemployed at Home edlling for the 
bread of labour instead of the stones of charity; abroad, the in- 
creasing hosts of the discontented and the disaffected calling for a 
wiser guidance and a juster governance. In almost every corner of 
the Empire troubles arise to afflict the Motherland. True, no nation 
can quit itself more manfully than the British nation; when shaking 
off apathy and dull sloth, it nerves itself for a great emergency, 
The misfortune is that after every exacting effort it falls back 
into the old lethargic, procrastinating ways. That characteristic 
even"the greatest of all wars has not changed, 

Can it be (a dreadful thought) that we have lost the art of gov- 
cerning; that our hand has lost its cunning and our methods are no 
longer effective for the control of an awakened and altered people? 

x can it be, as so many political authorities have suggested, that 
oureLimpire id uncontroliable because too large? 

That for which our modern Imperialists are ever clamouring is 
more und ever more territory, although Great Britain claims juris- 
tliction over one-fourth of the land-sutface of the globe. We have 
so expanded our foreign Empire in late years unti! we find ourselves 
to-day claiming in other peoples’ countrics all over the globe’ terri. 
torial and political rights of alt kinds auch ag no nation in history 
has ever claimed before—rights in Europe, China, India, Persia, 
Egypt, the Middle East, America, Palestine, the Pacific, rights in 
every quarter .of Africa, north, south, enst, and west, rights in 
every continent and every sea. Not long ago'the Home Press re. 
ported that the British Government contemplated disputing, in a 
friendly way, with the Unfted States for the overlordship of certain 
uninhabitable Antarctic regions-on the plea thnt these were dis- 
covered by British explorers: d :

leaves me monentarily mystified, 
Another ts heard and I recognize it 
as the call of a frog, Other frogs 
join in the chorus but neither the 
hole nor the tlme duration of the 
cry of any two frogs Js almilar. 
They seem to be asking: questions, 
or perhaps playing a game in which 
each frog adds a uniasytabic word 
to the series alrendy apoken in order 
to make — aentences. “What,” 
ejaculates a frog clusg at hand, in 
the distance ‘another frog adds the 
verb, do." and this is followed in, 
turn by other frogs crying, “you, 
here, in, thig, our, wood.”

My memdrtes take me back again 
to the Hlbstation, here a bank has 
heen planted with “tiger” grags to 
bind the earth together. and pre- 
vent fand slides. A stem of this 
grass, some 16 fect high, is very 
sugyestive ofan enormous contipede 
atunding on its fast pair of legs and 
wently waving from side to side 
whilat It paws the air with its- 
numerous lega and feclers, 

I have a vivid recallection of a 
brililantly coloured male sunbird 
hovering over flowers inserting its 
Innje tomeue Into each in eearch of 
nectar, It flies to ao tangle of 
“Morning Glory” planta and pre- 
aently disappears almost completely 
into one of the deep blue flowers.—~ 
Here [sy an enormous millipede, the 
length of a fountain pen but three 
limes the bull; {t possesses nearly 
150 pairs of lews and as it walks 
slowly ueross the grasa one can 
observe the -adike appearance of 
the movement of the many legs.— 
Other memories flit across my mind,

The proportion of hire-purchase 
transactions in the motor trade 
shows no signs of decreasing. [ne 
deed, ihe tendency in many party of 
Great Britain’ Js for it to grow 
vather than diminish, and during 
recent months, when trade has been 
considerably less aetive, it has becn 
remirked that some buyers who 
formerly ‘refused to .cansider this 
particular method of acquiring a 
new cav or a motor cyele have now 
walved their objections.

MOTOR LAW. 


Effect on Taxis in 
Bangkok. 


Bangkok, June 7. 

The new Motor Vehicles Law, 
which has just boon brought into 
force, ix going to oxorusa o 
sound influence upon the traffic 
conditions of Bangkok. To under- 
stand this fit fa necessary to turn 
back na fow yenrs before what are 
now known aa taxis took to the 
road. If you look over the Bang: 
kek streets very fow gharries will 
be acen, A few ponies remain but 
{hey aro mostly harnessed to what 
best ean he roferred to as uw Uheht 
lorry, Tut four years axe ponies 
ond gharries were encountered 
everywhere. For thoye who were 
not blessed with a car, and who 
exfred something more than the 
short distance runs of the rikisha, 
the wharry, provided a cheap and 
convenient means of transport. 

For the round sum of Tes. 2 a 
tare could use n ghariy. for several 
hours an‘end, it being tacitly un- 
cerstood, of course, that there 
would be pertods of rest ‘for the 
pony, and that the fee did not en- 


{title one to several hours of .con- 


tinuous progression, At that timo 
it was possible to hire a car, but 
this had to be obtained from a gar- 
nee oat a fixed rate usually Tes, 
2 per hour, I believe Iam not far 
out In clalming that this was one 
of the cheapest rates In the Far 
East at the time. 
The Taxi Era. 

Then came what might be term- 
ed the taxi-cra. When and why 
it came it is dificult, to atate with 
any confidence. [ do not think 
{hat the taxf was introduced to 
mect an already existing demand. 
It {s more correct to say that the 
taxi crented the demand on which 
it has existed during the last three 
yeura sr ao, Provably one of the 
gninge owners who had absorbed 
up-to-date economic — principles, 
reached the conviction that a 
larger employment of his cars, in 
which presumably he had sunk a 
certain amount of capitnl, would 
be financially advantageous. And 
so it may be that fngtend of walt- 
ing for customers, he set cut to 
find them. 

In its early stages there fs no 
question but that the taxi buziness 
niid, . But so soon as this was 
perceived it develcped with amnz- 
ing raplaity. Just about this thme 
one of the importing firme had na 
number of cara that seemed to be 


suitable, and when they were pre-|- 


pared to do business on the credit 
svatem, large numbors of the cars 
wore put on the streets. The com: 
petition enaured that the public 
benefited. Fares were maintained 
on a-low scale, but it was clear 
that all the ownera were not born 
financiers, and within the year 
trouble arose. In a word, gen- 
erally speaking, the taxi business 
did not pay those engaged in it, 
and it is doubtful if {t even paid the 
firm which was the meana of put- 
ting a large number of cars on ‘the 
streets, 

Now we come to the new Motor 
Vehicles Law, which is likely to 
put a large number of them off the 
streets. Many of the taxt owners 
have been makipg just a hand ta 
mouth existence, with absolutely 
ro margin for extra expenditure. 
Under the new Iaw, however, the 
registration fees show 4 consider- 
able increase, in some cases of 
from 300 to 400 per cent. I need 
not go into the details of the new 
syetem of taxation; but under ft 
uixta will havo to pay a fee grently 
in excess of that demanded under 
the old aystem, and this, I am cer- 
tein, many owners, of “diaptdated 
cars will be unable to pay. V9Ti- 
In the next, month or two—the year 
begins on April 1, but as the law 
has been brought in rather late, 
we are all to be given a free run 
for the first quarter—many taxis 
Will be taken off the streets. That 
will yo rome way to solve the cxlst- 
Ing trafic problem, which {fs Inrge- 
ly duo to the excess of taxis run: 
ning around, but it also will have 
the effect of increasing. the faren. 

To many people that will not 
matter much, but there is a large 
section of tho poorer classes within 
whono rench the low rates have 
placed the taxia, and) who have 
developed n taste for the faster 
form of travel, that is for the car 
as against the riklaha, There fs 
no indjention that the Government 
Intenda at this juncture lo frame 
fa tariff, and rates will be left very 
much to the tax! people. 

If the Intter have to meot In- 
ercased expenditure, and {f tho 
atantdord of cars Ia to be on a high- 
cr level genorally through the 
worst of tham being forced off the 
atreeta, ft scema Inevitable that

SOUTH AFRICA. 


Exacting Test of a 
. British Small Car. 


Many sgotorists in in our Dominions 
harbour the impresston that the 
British light ‘car, whilst suitablo 
enough for town work, is no use for 
thetr country roads. This was a 
camplaint put recently to the South 
African agents for Singer cara, who 
promptly denied it and promised to 
prove their opinians, saya the Over- 
seos Bulletin. 

In order to do this, they at once 
organised o tour by a Singer Junior 
round the Union of South Africa. 
A Preasmon went aa a passen- 
ger and it was arranged that the 
oMcial seal. of the. Mayor should 
be obtained at each town or city on 
the route. 

An enthusiastic crowd bid good- 
bye to the pair at Durban and tied 
dozens of toy dogs, lions, etc., on to 
the car as mascots. Then began a 
run of nearly 3,000 miles, for the 
most part over ronds which would 
detor the ordinary British, motorist. 
Certain stretches, of course, wero 
food, and the 36 miles from 
Johannesburg to Fretorin was 
covered in 43 minutes, the haste 
being due to the’drivar’s deslre to} 
reach Pretoria before ‘the Mayor 
(and. bis séal) ceased work for the 
day. 

In other places, however, the con- 
ditiong were appalling. 

Tho firat river encountered nearly 
submerged the little cnr, but it got 
through, for lengths of rubber 
hostng leading high Into the air, had 
been attached to tho exhauat pipe 
and to the air intake. The second

Worrying Financial Position, 


Ld 


ATTITUDE. OF THE GOVERNMENT. 


Those of us who ait on the Com- 
mittees of Grant-in-Aid Schools 
are continually worried about thelr 
financial position, Thoy obviously 
respond to a need, to deny which 
would deprive a largo section of 
the community of Intollectual op- 
Poreanieiee to which they are en- 

ed, . 


It might be argued that as these 
Schools came into oxistence as 2 
result. of voluntary effort thoy 
ought 'to continue to exiat on pri- 
vate donations or else close their 
doors since they have no claim 
upon the public funds. They are 
In that- respect no whit ‘different 
from the Schools which.run as 
commoreial ventures, and which 
multiply or decline according 1a 
the Colony ts prosperous or other. 
wise, 

The attitude of the Government, 
I take it, fs that auch moncy as Is 
available for educational purposes 
Is already appropriated for ad- 
vancing ita own schemes, and that 
such inatitutions as le outside 
that scheme cannot be takon Into 
serfaus consideration. It haa never 
been in the past accepted by the 
Govornment, that it ia under any 
obligation to provide education for 
the Colony ss a whole, but rather 
as in Shanghai, it scts up Model 
achools which in staff, oquipment, 
and efficiency are mennt:to stimu- 
Into the Chinese to imitative offort; 
or perhaps to provide education 
for a3 many aa it thinks aro neces- 
sary to staff tho offices, otc. of the 
Colony. : 

Ideal For Lower Classes, 


There is likewise a widely spread 
view, that a full belly and an 
empty head—as advocated by one 
of the Chineso philosophers Lag 
Tse—is the beat ideal in life for 
the lower classes, and that any 
Government activity outside tha 
immediate commercial needs of the 
Colony is. irrelevant. This aristo- 
cratic nnd feudalistic concentlon 
of education, however, fa no longer 
tenable in view of the ‘striking 
movements which are taking place 
in every part of tho world. No’ 
Government, for example in Eng- 
land, would ventura to risk the ex- 
-tinction of its majority now, by 
doing anything that would retard 
the startling devolopments which 
are to day taking place in tho 
Country. Education {3 an. essen- 
tlal part of the social service, and 
fs as necessary, -a5.eonitation, or 
tho pollee. It {6 no longer a plece 
of philanthropy or an activity of a 
benevolent Governmont but a ser- 
vice rendered to the community for 
which they payin the form of 
taxes, ‘ 

In a democratic community 
where the wishes of the people can 
bo effectively registered, the educa- 
tional neada aro progressively pro~ 
vided for-as o mattor. of courso 
through the representatives of. tho 
People. But the absence of the 
desire on the part of the Chineso

It cannot posalbly.be to the ad- 
vantage of the Colony to hava 
starved schools and . flourishing 
race courses, 
have, judging from present ten- 
deneles, race meetings every day.’ 
Would {t not be reasonable to im- 
Pose an annual licence fee of ona 
hundred thousand dollars, for such 
a privilege and a tax of ten or 
twenty per cent. on the totalaator,’ 
sweeps and lotteries, fn order to 
finance education In its’ various
